party in the troubled tea of politicH, bat 
M yet Indianapolis displays liut ffw of 
the outward niaiiift stntioiis of an ap- 
proachiuK national <'iiti(iii. Tlie 

hotel corridors, which usaally swarm 
with politiciane and gnesti on the eve 
of a natkmal oonrention. are barren 
and deaerted. A few of the manaKcrs 
arc on the ground and the advanco 
guard of tho nowspapor m(>ii is already 
hero, but the delegates have not yet be- 
gan to put iu au appearance. In the 
natore of things, howerer, this woald 
be the case, as there is no diyiaion aa to 
the purpose of the oonTention and uo 
■cramble after the nominations. 

The managers express themselves as 
more than satisfied with the enthusi.ism 
which they say has been developed in 
the country and they expect delegations 
from 42 states and territories to be pres- 
ent. When the morement was origin- 
ally started there seemed to be a divis- 
ion of sentiment as to whether a ticket 
■honhi be placed in the field. The Ohl> 
caap tteket and platform they regarded 
aa Demoeratio heresy and thnr primary 
objeot was to aooomplish the defeat of 
Biran and Sewall. Thefar pnrpoaewas 
ty keep alive what they regarded ae the 
embers of the troe Democracy and per- 
mit rooh aa believed aa they did to 
warm themselves at its fires daring the 
integroift. The triumph of their old 
time political adversaries woald be 
thcbrmamph inaamnch aa it would 

gve them in the event of Bryan'a de- 
atan opportunity to reoiganiae the 
party on what they regard aa ita true 
lines. 

As the movement grew, however, and 
obtained what was considered, at least, 
in the tacit approval of the administra- 
tion the feeUng that a ticket should be 
placed in the field for the gold Demo- 
crats to rally around grew stronger, and 
it is arcopted as a foregone oonclnsion 
the standard bearers will be named. 
This ia regarded as of mach higher im- 
portance in the 8oath and middle west 
than iu the east, where those in control 
believe there is no danger of Bryan's 
luceess. 

The coining convention has no paral- 
lel in the jiolitioal history of tlie United 
States, unless it be in the nomination of 
O'Connor of New York by the Demo- 
crats who, in M2, refused to follow the 
Democrats into the Liberal Republican 
movement wuich nominated Greeley. 
It dififers, however, from tliat in that 
the issue is a critical one, and one upon 
which botli sides believe tho fotnre wel- 
fare of the country de])ends. 

Tlif managers, therefore, purpose to 
lay till- fuuniiation heri' for the reorga- 
nization tif the party in the future. 
They have jiractically deciiltnl uptJii the 
adoption as their emblem tVir the ballots 
tlie lu'ud of Jeti'ersou and they expect 
to franu' a platform whidi, besides re- 
pudiating the Chicago ])latform and 
nominees will clearly eiiuiu iate and re- 
iterate Democratic doctnues as set forth 
in former platforms The prevailing 
sentiment favors a particaluiiy strong 
plank in faTor of ft tariff for revenuu 
only. 

As to the candidates it is pos.sible that 
qnite a contest will bo develuped. (Juite 
a number of states have instructed, \Vis- 
oonsiu for Bragg, Nebraska and Miclii- 
gan for Vilas, Missouri for Broadhead 
and others for favorite sons, but tlio 
gossip here so far seems largely con- 
fined to Senator Vilas and Henry Wat- 
tenon. The latter from his far oil" so- 
journ in Switzerland has cabled hia 
willingness to accept and make the tight 
if named. He was one of the first of 
the Democrats of national prominence 
who advised the rejection of the Chica- 

80 platform and the nomination of an 
idependent ticket. From Geneva, 
three days after the convention, he sent 
a cable to thia effect. Ex-Mayor John 
P. Hnpl riff^ of Ohicago is out strongly 
for Wattenon and it is believed that 
the Kentucky delegation will be hero 
in force for the "star-eyed goddess." 

Senor Yilaa, somehow, is regarded as 
the adminiatration's candidate and it is 
aald that General ih«gg, for whom the 
Wiaoouaia delegation ia instmoted, 
would wiUiaglT atep out of the way. 
What warrant fiiere ia f or the anertion 
that Vilai it the adminiatration'i candi- 
date doea not mpear here. He haa an- 
nounced hia Attention of rethringfrom 
the senate at the end of hia present 
term and could, it ia aaid, afford to 
make the sacrifice from a pe rs onal atanu - 
point. It is conceded on all handa that 
if llr. Cleveland wonld accept the nomi- 
nation it wonld be tendered him unani- 
mously. Mr. Bynum said yesterday that 
ho would unquestionably oe the strong- 
est num, that his popularity even among 
the silver Democrats was very great, but 
tliat Mr. Cleveland had given no word. 

Altliough it is generally understood 
that the president is iu full sympathy 
with the coiiveutioii and its purpose, 
nothing has yet been received f4*om 
him. Tlie arrival of Secretary Morton, 
who will probably be the only member 
,of -his otticial fsmily here, and of Comp- 
troller Eckels is therefore looked for- 
ward to anxiously. It is not regarded 
as improbable that some sort of utter- 
ance wiU,oome from the president be- 



fcnonlrl \ ilMH or almost any one ex- 
cept Watterson be nominated for presi- 
dent it is tliought that Simon Boliver 
Bucktier of Kentucky will be nominated 
for vice pret-iiieiit on tlm theory that 
his nonunaiK in would preatly strength- 
en the g(jld iJeiiiocrats in Kentucky. 

Ex-( ioveriior Flower of New York 
has telegraplied his acceptance of tho 
post of tt mporarj- chairman, and it is 
practically dt i-ifled that Senator Catfery 
of Louisiana will be peniianeut chair- 
man of the convention. 

The di'corations of Tomlinson hall, 
where flie convention will sit, are about 
completed. In order to give the public 
an opportnniry to listen to the oratory u 
mast-meeting will be held on Wednes- 
day night, vs hii'h will be addressed by 
Coioaei John K. Fellows and other 
pfo&diMnt oratora. 

IIX'WOU ND yWIZl FIOHT. 

Jlniniy Rynn of Cinrlnnntl Knocked Oat 
liy I'ailily I'lirtfll uf Unnsim City. 

Kansa.'* City, Aug. .'51. — .Jimmy Ryan 
of Cincinnati, after conceding eight 
pounds iu weight to Paddy Purtell of 
Kaniaa Oity» waa knocked out by Par- 
tell in the lizth round yesterday after- 
noon. The battle occurred just across 
the Kansas line, at a point '<J0 miles 
southwest of this city. The men had 
signed to fight to a finish at welter 
weights. Ryan weighed in at 146 but 
Purtell was eight pounds over. After 
considerable wrangling the Cincinnati 
boy conceded the weight. Both mjn 
were fit as they entered the ring. 

Purtell was on tho offensive from the 
beginning, bat was auable to do much 
with Ryan, who uaed hia clever left 
with good effect. Vor four roouds the 
fighting waa tame, neither man being 
able to get in more than a light tap now 
and then. In the fifth ronnd they mixed 
up in a manner that waa intereating. 
The sixth round opened with Purtell 
Tery agoreaaive. Ryan oame at him 
fteraely, landing lightly with hia left on 
the fftoe. Puiify oroaaed with his right, 
putting a hot one on Jimmy'a jaw and 
the Cincinnati boy went into the doat. 
He was up in two aeoonda, however, and 
immediately put in another lefthander, 
this time on the body. Portell oame 
back with hia right and again Jimmy 
went down. Tma time he was down 
four aeoonda. He oame up very groggy, 
only to again run np againat Pnrtell's 
right. Jimmy bit the dnat for the third 
time and remained down while the 
timekeepera counted eight. He oame up 
all but helpless. Purtell finished him 
with a heavy right on the jaw and he 
was counted out. 

Aside from Purtell's puffed eye, nei- 
ther man ahowa the marka of hia pnu- 
ishment. 



REPORT FR OM CON SUL MUTH. 

Aostrla'l New .'<Ui(ar Laws Fritnird la Oo> 
Operation With iieriuau/. 

Washi.voton, Aug. 81.— The state 
department haa reoeived a report from 
Consul Muth at Magdeburg, Austria, 

as to the new Austrian sugar laws, 
framed in co-operation witli (/erinany. 
The consumption tax is raised from 
1^.45 to $b.M per 100 kilos, and the 
total amount of export bounty to be 
granted by the goremment ia inoreoaed 
from $3,028,000 to $8,641,400. The new 
law went into effect Aug. 1 last. 

The effect of this wiU be to further 
aid the development of the Austrian su- 
gar industry. Consul Muth says France 
has advanced her duties on sugar, in or- 
der to keep out the competition of Ger- 
man sugars and he predicted that this 
autumn France will increase her export 
bounties in order to meet German au- 
gars in the world's markets.

MoirroouBRT. Ala., Aug. 31.— Re- 
ports from Camp Hill, Ala., indicate 
that a miniature race war is in progress 
there. Some officers arrested several 
negroes and started with tlieiii to jail 
when a large body of negro sympathiz- 
ers attacked them. Neighlionng whites 
came to the rescue of tho oHicers and a 
spirited tight ensued iu which guns, 
fence rails, rccka and sticks were freely- 
used, 'i'lie negroes were finally re- 
pulsed, four or live men, most of them 
negroes, are said to have been killed or 
fatally injured. Details are meager. 
More trouble is expected. 

liuUur Cleaner Terribly lluroecl. 
Bi c YKi s, O., Aug. 81.— At the elec- 
tric light works Anton Gabriel was 
cleaning an extra boiler, which has a 
pipe to blow off ateam, that ii connect- 
ed with a eimilar pipe firom another 
boiler, but eaoh haa a leparate valre. 
Gabriel waa working in. the naoaed 
boiler and did not know the valve waa 
open. An employe of the worka turned 
on the blow-off and the steam rushed 
in to where Gabriel waa working, liter- 
ally cooking him. Hia bums are terri- 
ble, but he may recover. 

A Man's Bralas Crnshed Oat. 

MvNcn, Ind., Aug. 81.— Joaeph Bnl- 

lard, aged 54, and head sawyer at Moody 
<& Sons' sawmill, had his brains crushed 

out Saturday. While at his post of duty 
the man fell in an epileptic tit. In fall- 
ing lie L;raMied for the lever that oper- 
ates the earnage, starting it. Ho fell 
across I lie ii .u k, <ind 1.. f.ae a^sistain'c 
canu' tliH man's lit'ad was cauglit be- 
tween the carnage and a lieavy timber, 
crushing in botn sides of his head. Ha 
leavea a wife and three children.

The ambassadors of the foreign pow- 
ers held a conference and aent a strong 
joint appeal asking the sultan to sup- 
press the disorders without delay.

CoKSTAHTIVOPLB, Aug. 81.— Just be- 
fore the departure of the leaders of the 
invasion of the Ottoman bank on Sir 
Edgar Vincent's yacht after thov had 
negotiated with tho Tm-kish officials 
and surrendered upon condition that 
they should be allowed to leave the 
country, they announced to the drago- 
mans of the different embaaaiea that 
they intend to continue the agitation 
until till' right of the Armenians sliould 
be recngni/.ed by the representatives of 
tile foreign powers. Members of the 
different enibas'^ies have rctxnved an- 
other circular letter from tlie Armenian 
revolutionary connuittee m.akiiig a sim- 
ilar r.iinouiiceiiu nt. It will be renuHu- 
bercd tiiat several days lieforc the raid 
uin nrlii' ()ttcimaii bank by the Arme- 
nians, threatening letters of a similar 
eliar;;cter were receivf d by the rojire- 
seiilatives of the ])owcrs, but the for- 
eign diplomats stationed in Constanti- 
nople paid uo attention to these warn- 
ings. 

Already several claims for damages to 
pro()erty liave been rec(>ived at the liiit- 
ish embassy, the prujierty de.strnyi'd be- 
ing owned by Dri'ish subjects. 

As an iniiication of the number of 
jiersons who perished in the recent 
riots. It is stated that 7UU doud bodies 
were buried in the Chiokli cemetery 
alone. 

The British charge d'affain-s, Miohael 
Ilerhert, has made special representa- 
tions to Tewfik Pasha, Turkisii minister 
of foreign affairs, coie'cruing the case 
of two Armenians who were brutally 
killed iosl in front of the guard bouse 
and befoirt the vjea of the Biltiih em- 
bassy.

Athens, Aug. 31.— It is stated here 
that owing to the recent riots in Con- 
stantinople the sultan has jrastponed his 
final reply on the Cretan question. The 
British consul at Heraklion, fearing the 
consequencef , has>pplied to her majes- 
ty's steamship Hood and asked jjirotec- 
tion for himself and for lb* 
residents of Crete.

Indianai'oms, Aug. :!!.- .\ meeting 
of the representatives of tlie different 
railroad brotherhoods was held in this 
:ity yoaterday to consider the advisit- 
l ility of a federation among the Brotli- 
I'lhoods. There were jnesint at the 
meeting P. M. Arthur, grand chief uf 
the IJrotheihood of Ij leoniotive Kngi- 
neeis; P. H. Morrissey, grand master 
of the Hrotherh(xid of Railroad Train- 
men; Frank P. Sargent, granil master 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men; B, E. Clark, chief couduetor of 
the (Jrder of Railway Oondactors; J. R. 
T. Auston, grand secretory and treas- 
urer of tho (Jrder of Railway "Teleg- 
raphers; G. W. L. Brown, depntygrand 
chief of the aame order, and others 
prominent in railroad labor organiza- 
tions. 

Th(> result of the meeting was tho 
adoption of tho foUowiug resolution : 

"That it is the sense of the raenitiers 
of the five brotherhoods of milroad or- 
ganiaations in union meeting at India n- 
npolis assembled, that w6 are in favor of 
federation and that it be accomplished 
as soon as poasible." 

The adoption ot this reaolntion does 
not by any means iuawie the federation, 
but will undoubtedly renew the agita 
tion in fa ror thereof to each an extent 
that the federation will follow in the 
near future. 

Grand Chief Arthur aaid that he 
found the sentiment of such federation 
rapidly growing throughout the coun- 
try, and he looks upon it as probably 
but a (]ucstion of time until it is car- 
ried into effect. When it is neither of 
the existing brotherhooda will lose ita 
autonomy.

WAS StCOND TO THI CZAR. 

Siiildeii Death of Prinea IiOlmaoff'-K<iiitf>v- 
•kjr Whila Traveling Xa»r Kleir. 

London. Aug. 81.— A despatch to The 
Telegraph from Kieff saya that Prince 
Jxibanoff-Rostovsky, Russian ministt'r 

of foreign affairs, died suddenly while 
traveling from Vienna to tliat i)lace. 
Prince Lot>aiioff-Ko>ri ivvk y was m com- 
pany of the czar at the time uf his 
death and his demiae waa wholly with- 
out warning. 

The news of the death of Prince Lo- 
banoff- Ii< istovsky, according to tJie dis- 
patch to Till' Telegrajih. caust-d great ex- 
citement throughout Russia, where tlie 
personality of tho minister of foreign 
affairs wiip considered to be second only 
to the czar himself. Prince Lobanolf- 
Rostovsky pursued a strong foreign pol- 
icy—a iK)licy which was regiu-ded in 
some quarters as threatening the peaci' 
of the world. 

Besides his political work Prince 
Lobanoff-Rostovsky devoted his leisure 
hours to the study of and to the writing 
of works on Russian hiHtory. Tho tour 
which he had planned to take with the 
eaar through the countries of western 
Europe was expected tu bo most far- 
reaching in results effecting the settle- 
ment of the eastern question. 

BYances Joseph paid Prince Lobanoff- 
Rostovsky the highest honors during 
the recent visit of the oaar to Vienna 
and his death at the present jimotnte is 
regarded aa a moat mramatio and im- 
portant event, upsetting as it does all 
possibilities of conferences between the 
foreign ministers of the great powers 
and compelling the csar to change the 
plans concerning hia tour through G«r> 
many, Fra nce and Bngland, 

QERMAN RITUAL MUST" 00. 

Kii|ireine Lodge Knishtt of Pythias Sattle 

It by a Vutu or 100 to 8. 
Ci.F.vr.i.AXD, Aug. 31. — The Cerman 
ritual question was disposed of finally 
at Saturday's session of the supreme 
lodge of the Knights of Pythias. At 
the biennial meeting in Kaneas City 
four years ago tho use of tho German 
ritual was forbiddi'ii. Since then a few 
ludges have continued to iisi> it. At tins 
session of tho supreme lodge u request 
was preferred by three or four lodges, 
compoaed mostly of Germans, for per- 
mission to nse the German ritual. 
Among the lodges which made the re- 
quest was Schiuer ot Chndnnati. 

At Friday's aession a resolution was 
offered by the representative from 
Washington, proTldiiig that all lodges 
which oied the German ritual previous 
to the time when its use was forbidden 
be permitted to ose it again. This res- 
olution was, referred to the German 
c(Jinmittee, which submitted a report 
ailverse to the propoaltiou Saturday. 
The report of the committee was sus- 
tained by a vote of 106 to 8. This, it is 
Ixilieved, will settle the question and 
that it will not bo brought up again. 

ITALIAN DIGNITY AT STAKE.

on board tin; s])ecial warship Piemonte, 
armed with precise instnictions to de- 
mand and obtain nil the measures which 
the dignity of Italy and the security of 
her subjects demand. 

After settling the cluiiuB arising from 
the rei'eiit disturbances, which mast first 
be satisfied, he will arrau'.;e the former 
claims, which were reoeuigr rejected hj 
the Bnuilian congress. .

St. Pait, Aug. From every 

houseti.ji in this city floats th'' red, 
white and l,.ue banner that e.\teiuis a 
greeting to the veterans, who have al- 
ready begun to arrive for the 8Uth an- 
nual encampment of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, wliile across the streets 
and up an<l down the wide tivenues of 
the resideiK !■ ijortioii, and from tup to 
bottom ef the big uflice buildings, in all 
manner u{ designs, maybe seen the 
national colors. 

The railroads have prepared them- 
selves for tho expected rusli and say 
they will be able to handle tho crowils, 
not only in coining to the city, but also 
us they leave, when the biggest rush is 
looked for. The accommodations com- 
mittee where information as to quarters 
can be obtained by correspondence, is 
holding open rooms in the Munuheimer 
block. 

Tho first of the important arrival 
will be Commander-in-chief I. N. 
Walker and stuff on a special train and 
will be given a cordial and official wel- 
come by the local posts of the Grand 
Army. They will bo escorted to their 
hftadquarters at the Ryan and the work 
of the encampment will thereafter rad- 
iate from that center. 

This evening will occur the first of the 
receptions. There will be two of thesn, 
the most important being that to the 
commander-in-chief and staff at national 
headquarters from H o'clock iu the even- 
ing until 10. 

From 7 till midnight the Minnesota 
Woman's relief corps will receive at the 
state capitol. The first illumination of 
the city in honor of the encampment 
will occur then and will then be contin- 
ued every evening during the week. 

With comparatively so few outsiders 
present in the city there is less talk of 
the possible results of the encampment 
elections, but the Minnesota veterans 
are in evidence with some v*ry pro- 
nounced ideas.
